PARIS, March 13 CEHTJ. — The 
French opposition Socialist and

And finally, toe United States 
said that it would draw on Its 
reserve position in the IMF (In 
amounts which are automatically 
available up to $5 billion) if still 
further quantities of foreign ex- 
change are needed for interven- 
tion. 

The Joint statement reiterated 


that intervention would take' place 
in a “forceful" manner, but only 
to counter disorderly market 
conditions, add not to sustain toe 
dollar at any goven specific rate.

Andreotti Takes Oath, Ending Crisis 

Italian Regime Is Assured Vote of Confidence 


ROME, March 13 (UPD.— Pre- 
mier Giulio Andreotti 's Christian 
Democratic government took the 
oath of office today and prepar- 
ed for an assured vote of con- 
fidence with tog formal support 
from the Communists for the first 
time in 31 years. 

The swearing In of Mr. An- 
dreotti and bis 20 minis ters end- 
ed a political crisis that began 
56 days ago when toe Commu- 
nists brought down his previous 
government In an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to win seats in toe cabinet 

Mr. Andreotti, 59, plans to 
present his government to Parlia- 
ment Thursday morning and a 
ritual debate was to follow an 
its programs to Improve Italy's 
ailing economy, curb political vio- 
lence and reduce unemployment 

He was assured of a vote of 
confidence because of a conces- 
sion to toe Communists t-haf rec- 
ognizes them as a formal part of 


toe parliamentary majority— a 
status that obliges the Marxists 
to support toe government in all 
key votes. 

That concession was made de- 
spite US. State Department urg- 
ings before toe crisis began last 
January that toe Christian Dem- 
ocrats should limit Communist in- 
fluence and reduce it If possible. 

UJS. officials warned that the 
C ommunist s do not share West- 
ern democratic principles and 
that once in the majority they 
would have greater influence on 
policy and succeeding administra- 
tions would find them difficult to 
remove. 

The last timft toe Communists 
took part in an Italian govern- 
ment was In 1947 when toe late 
Premier Alcide de Gasper! ousted 
them from his cabinet and went 
on to defeat them in elections the 
following year. . 

Politicians are predicting that 


the Andreotti government will 
win a vote of confidence before 
the end of the month because of 
his pact with the Communists. 

under the new. political ar- 
rangement, the government will 
be supported by toe Christian 
Democrats, Communists and dep- 
uties of the Socialist, Social Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties for 
a total of S77 votes in toe 630- 
member dumber of Deputies— 
toe largest majority ever enjoy- 
ed fay a postwar ‘Italian admin- 
istration, , 

Politicians point but, however, 
that the number of .the govern- 
ment’s backers in Parliament does 
not assure It a smooth future— 
because there are sharp differ- 
ences between the Christian Dem- 
ocrats and the Communists.

backed demands for more liberal

China Shows New Tolerance,

CNYT).— China appears to be al- 
lowing some Christian churches 
that have been closed to Chinese 
for over a decade to reopen in 
what may mark & return to a 
policy of greater religious toler- 
ance. 

Analysts here warn that it Is 
too early to say how far this 
policy may go. But It appeals 
to be another part of P eking 's 
effort to restore society to more 
normal, orderly ways, and to 
revive confidence in the Com- 
munist regime after years of tur- 
moil. 

During the Cultural Revolution, 
virtually all churches were dosed 
and Protestants and Catholics 
often came under severe 'attack 
for their beliefs. With few ex- 
ceptions, churches have remain- 
ed closed since that period. 1966- 


But diplomatic sources in Pe- 
king say that recently a small 
group of Chinese Roman Catho- 
lics appeared at Sunday mass in 
the capital's Southern Cathedral. 
Zt was the first time Chinese had 
tnirpn part in a regular S unday 
service there since the Cultural 
Revolution. 

Letter Prom Nanking 
Similarly, a Chinese In Hong 
Kong reported that a relative in 
Nanking had written, saying that 
the family had participated in 
a Protestant service there re- 
cently. 

A diplomat from a Buddhist 
country In Southeast Asia also 
was allowed to visit a Buddhist 
pagoda In Peking recently and 
was received by the abbot, the 
first time that such a visit had 
been arranged in a number of 


based, largely symbolic, body that 
Is supposed to represent China's 
nonparty groups, including na- 
tional minorities, intellectuals, 
overseas Chinese, the women's 
federation and religious groups. 

Among those appearing was the 
Most Rev. Pi Shu-ehih, who is 
ostensibly still the archbishop of 
Shenyang in the northeast and 
chairman of the Chinese Catholic 
Patriotic Association. The Cath- 
olic group broke with Rome in 
1957 to avoid being charged with 
subservience to a foreign power.

Another Indication of Peking’s 
new attitude toward religion oc- 
curred at the Chinese People’s 
Political Consultative Conference, 
when a number of prominent Ro- 
man Catholic, Protestant and 
Buddhist leaders reappeared far 
the first time since the early 
1860s.

These aging delegates largely 
represent a vanished era to 
China, before the Communist vic- 
tory in 1E49: they held power In 
a time when missionaries and for- 
eign countries still played an im- 
portant role to China. 

Most of them had been elected 
to earlier meetings of the Chi- 
nese People's Political Consulta- 
tive Conference, but analysts here 
noted that a few had not, among 
fr.hgm Lq Kuan-tsung, a former 
leader of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association In Shanghai. 

In a report to the conference,

College Drinking Reported Up in 25 Years

BOSTON. March 13 (NTT).— 
The use of alcohol by UJ3. col- 
lege students has substantially 
Increased In the last 25 years, es- 
pecially among women, and most 
students establish their drinking 
patterns while in high school, ac- 
cording to a study published by 
the Medical Foundation. 

There is also dfhlgh correlation 
between drinking and the use of 
cigarettes, marijuana and hard 
drugs, said Henry Wechsler, who 
directed the study for the volun- 
tary agency In Boston that con- 
ducts research in the health area. 

The study, conducted last spring 
at 34 New England colleges, was 
released Friday at a two-day con- 
ference here. It also reflects find- 
ings from elsewhere In the United 
States, said Howard Blane of the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

He told the conference that 
while alcohol consumption on 
cunpus was higher now than just 
alter World War n, there had 
been “no consistent upward or 
downward trend in college drink- 
ing during the past decade or so." 

Hare Awareness 

The big change has been in the 
attention the issue is attracting, 
he said, suggesting that this re- 
sults In part from the fact that 
with the reduced concern about 
'•njg use on campus, administra- 
tors have become “more aware of 
drinking-related problems” that 
vere previously ignored.

Outlook for Jobs 
Better for College 
Graduates in U.S. 

Bethlehem, pa., March is 
iAP).— J ob prospects for some 
college graduates— especially 
those with engineering degrees 
and for women— hav improved 
for the second consecutive year, 
according to a survey by the 
College Placement Co*mcil 

The survey also said that for 
the second year in a row, job op- 
portunities were more plentiful 
for bachelor degree holders than 
for graduates with advanced 
degrees. 

Based on responses from 158 
colleges throughout the country, 
the survey showed that the num- 
ber of Job offers made to bache- 
lor candidates by business, indus- 
trial and government employers 
was up 31 per cent over last 
year. 

“However, the outlook for 
graduate - degree candidates is 
less promising." the report said. 
"Otters to masters candidates 
are 5 per cent fewer than the 
number reported last March, 
while those to doctors, candi- 
dates are about at the same 
point as a year ago." 

According to the survey. 57 
per cent of all job offers to stu- 
dents with bachelor degrees were 
in the engineering field. Job 
fitters in science-related fields 
were up 35 per cent over last 
yoar and opportunities in busi- 
ness-related jobs increased by 16 
per cent, the survey said

The earlier study found that 
two-thirds of men and one-fifth 
of women reported having been 
Intoxicated at leas*. once. In the 
new study these' 1 figures rose to 
five out of six men and three- 
quarters of women. 

Hlgh-Sehool Drinking 

“On the other hand,” Mr. 
Wechsler oaid, “men still drink 
more heavily than women. They 
drink more frequently, *5n larger 


quantities and more with the in- 
tention to get drunk. Unlike 
women, who tend to drink only 
In the company of the opposite 
sex, men like to drink In the 
company of other men.” 

The researchers found that the 
strongest correlation with college 
drinking was drinking in high 
school. Six out of 10 of the “fre- 
quent heavy” drinkers of both 
sexes raid that they had drunk 
at least once or twice a week 
while In high school. Likewise, 
three-quarters of the men and 
nearly nine-tenths of the women 
pTijwdftpH as abstainers in college 
had not drunk in high school. 

The study also found that 
drinking of alcohol was “associat- 
ed with um piring of cigarettes and 
nL&rijuana as well as with the 
use of illicit drugs.” In contrast 
to the past, Mr. Wechsler said, 
more women now smoke than 
men, 33 per cent as against 23 per 
cent, and women are much more 
likely to smoke a pack a day. 


Capture Attempt Ends in Death 
For Runauoay Hippo 6 Bubbles 9 

IRVINE. Oalif., March 13 OJFI) .—Bubbles, the ITeedom- 
iovlng hippopotamus that eluded capture for 19 days, was 
accidentally killed after being knocked unconscious by rangers’ 
taranquHfaring darts. 

After being hit by the darts, the two-ton hippo rolled 
against a tree near a lake and landed riptide down with her 
massive head bent forward, shutting off her breathing, said 
Mrs. Jo Schetter, a representative of the Lion Country Safari 
Animal Park. 

Mrs, Schetter said that an autopsy revealed that Bubbles 
was pregnant when she died Friday night. "She was about 
five months pregnant,” she sold. “The normal gestation period 
for hippos is about 220 days.” 

BCrs. Schetter announced later that Bubbles's body would 
be stuffed, preserved and put on display In the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Natural History. 

Mrs. Schetter said that the park bad received several 
telephone calls from persons concerned about Bubbles's death. 

"Most of the callers were very emotional,” she said, “but 
when advised of the facts, they understood there was no 
negligence. It was an accident.” 

Bubbles had become internationally famous and was even 
proposed as a symbol for womens liberation groups because 
of her independence and drive for freedom. 

During an intensive capture effort, helicopters stirred the 
waters of the lake to try to frighten Bubbles from her sanctuary 
while vehicles massed near the water's edge to prevent her 
from re-entering. 

But instead of coming out, die hid in deeper water. 

After dark, however, Bubbles wandered out In search of 
the alfalfa hay that the rangers put out for her each night. 

"She wait much farther then she usually did— 125 yards,” 
Mrs. Schetter said. "The rangers moved jeeps into position 
to block her return and fired two darts. They prevented her 
from returning to the pond and die collapsed within about 
5 to 10 minutes.”

WASHINGTON (WP).- Whst 
many perceive as a groundswell of 
conservatism in the United States 
-a new right, as it haa been 
caL'ed — may instead be only an 
expression of extreme dissatis- 
faction with the federal govern- 
ment, a Washington Post poll 
suggests. 

There may be no new right at 
all. On issue after issue, Amer- 
icans appear to have hardly shift- 
ed their positions in the last 10 
years. 

. At the same time, however, dis- 
enchantment with government 
performance, once expressed 
mainly by ideologues of the right, 
has risen dramatically in all 
groups— liberal, moderate and 
conservative. 

In short, until they feel the 
government has shaped up. It ap- 
pears, many Americans ol all 
persuasions have adopted a con- 
servative mood, but not conserva- 
tive positions on Issues. 

The post's findings generally 
coincide with a statement by a 
Georgia Democratic congressman, 
E’liott Lsvitas, who has strongly 
criticized government programs 
that are often considered liberal. 

“We have not seen an abandon- 
ment of the ideals of liberalism," 
Rep. Le vitas said. “People are 
Just as concerned about ideals 
and goals today os they were 20 
cr 30 or 40 years ago. What they 
have become Jaded and cynical 
about is the ability of govern- 
ment to meet those goals.”

Scientist in Chile 
Adds 2 Asteroids 
To Growing List 

NEW YORK, March 13 (NYT1. 
—Two rrore minor planets, or as- 
teroids. whose orbits bring them 
close to the earth have been 
discovered in recent weeks, bring- 
ing to almost two dozen the num- 
ber of such bodies detected. 

The discovery reinforces the 
growing suspicion that such 
bodies and planets of the inner 
solar system still collide, although 
far lea: frequently than when the 
planets were young, and leave 
craters many miles in diameter. 
Most such craters on earth have 
become inconspicuous through 
erosion and ether geologic pro- 
cesses. 

One of the new asteroids, 
roughly a half-mile wide, came 
within 12 million miles of earth 
last Wednesday. The other, 
slightly smaDer, will be only 8 
million miles away this Wednes- 
day. The implication is that, 
when the timetables of orbital 
motion are different, asteroids 
may someday come much closer 
to earth. 

The two "new" asteroids were 
discovered by Dr. Hans-Emil 
Schuster of the European South- 
ern Observatory at La Shla, Chile. 
His observations were then used 
by Dr. Brian Marsden of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysics! obser- 
vatory in Cambridge. Mass- to 
calculate their orbits.

Panel Urges VO A 
To Shift Focus 

WASHINGTON. March 13 
(NYT).— An Independent panel 
set up to examine the role of 
foreign correspondents or the 
Voice of America has recom- 
mended that the government's 
overseas broadcasting system shift 
its reporters to the “developing, 
underdeveloped and Communist 
areas of the world.” 

The committee's ' report urged 
that tbe VGA's correspondents 
in such {daces as London, Paris, 
Brussels and otter capitals of 
tbe developed world be trans- 
ferred to Latin America, Africa, 
tbe Middle East, India and Pak- 
istan, Southeast Asia and East- 
ern Europe. It said that the 
developed areas are already ade- 
quately covered by the commer- 
cial wire services and newspa- 
pers' foreign services. 

The group also urged that the 
status of VOA correspondents “be 
as close as possible to that of 
correspondents of commercial 
American press and broadcasting 
organizations.” This would mean 
that VOA corespondents would 
use regular, not government, 
passports, apply for jouraUats’ 
visas, and give up tteir diploma- 
tic privileges.

to U. S. Women Called Costly 


WASHINGTON, March 13 
( WP) .—Proposed wocoei's rights 
amendments to the Social Secu- 
rity Act could cost from $L5 bil- 
Bo. to $19.7 Wilton a year and 
force a rise in Social Security 
taxes, according to a study by 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 

A task force appointed by 
Secretary Joseph Calif ano Jr. 

examined ways of altering Social 
Security to answer complaints 
that some women are being 
cheated .on benefits, because no 
credits are given for the time 
spent taking care of home and 
children.. 

The plans studied would either 
give them “homemaker" credits 
or make their husbands split 
earnings credits with them so 
they would have an independent 
right to Social Security benefits. 

The study made no recommen- 
dation and did not spell out the 
coats of each proposal. But an 


appendix listed estimates of the 
cost of each plan as a long-range 
actuarial percentage of payrolls 
subject to the Social Security 
payroll tax.

Genetically Identical 
(honing involves taking the 
nucleus out of a living cell and 
implanting It into an ovum or 
egg whose own nucleus has been 
removed.

"Infinitely worse*, than at any 
time during the past several years 
of near constant economic trauma 
and steady downhill slide. 

Failure to resolve the situation 
could mean a cutoff of Interna- 
tional financing for vital food 
Imports that supply more than 
half of Peru's needs. 

Threat to R eg i m e 

More immediately, informed 
sources here said, it could result 
in the fall of the military gov- 
ernment of Gen. Francisco Mora- 
les Bermudez, and his replace- 
ment as President with a more 
hard-line military faction. 

After nearly 10 years in power, 
military has outlined a two- 
year timetable for a return to 
democracy, beginning with the 
election of a constitutional as- 
sembly in June and a new presi- 
dent In 1980. 

In an Interview, President Mo- 
rales Bermudez asked for Inter- 
national cooperation and warned 
that the democratization program 
could be jeopardized if Peru were 
pushed too hard fi nan ci a lly. 

He said that the leaders of 
Peru are “putting all of our 
force" into what he called a 
“maximum austerity plan." be- 
yond which they cannot go with- 
out "risking a grave deteriora- 
tion in the social and economic 
conditions of the Peruvian peo- 
ple” and without prejudicing “the 
preservation of human rights and 
political liberties.” 


Specifically, Gen. Morales Ber- 
mudez wants the IMF, which he 
described as an “anachronistic 
Institution" that deals in “eco- 
nomic arithmetic” rather than 
Third World reality, to be more 
“flexible” In the goals it has set 
for a reduction of Peru's debt 

Last-Ditch Ef/orl 

The IMF agreement signed last 
autumn has been viewed both 
here and abroad as a last-ditch 
effort to salvage the rapidly 
deteriorating economy. Peru. 
Zaire and Turkey are considered 
the most overextended among 
developing countries. 

In return for a special $110- 
mlllion IMF loan, Peru reported- 
ly agreed to reduce drastically its 
Internal and overseas spending, 
to decrease its foreign-reserve 
deficit and Implicitly to devalue 
its currency. 

The IMF loan is a mere drop 
in the total Peruvian debt bucket. 
Its main importance to Peru was 
the IMF seal of approval, to be 
presented to creditor private 
banks as proof that the govern- 
ment here was committed to do- 
ing something about the des- 
perate financial situation. 

The approval, along with the 
IMF loan, is given in quarterly 
Installments following regular 
IMF checkups of Peru's progress 
in meeting quarterly economic 
goals. According to Informed fi- 
nancial sources here, an IMP In- 
vestigating team in Lima last 
month for the first of those 
checkups found that the ni3jax 
interim goals of the agreement 
had not been met.

2 French Agencies in Anti-Smoking Conflict 


PARIS, March 15 (NTT).— 
The Health Ministry, which 
wants the French to smoke less, 
is making 1 slow advances In Its 
protracted competition with the 
state tobacco monopoly, which 
wants them to smoke more. 

On the one hand, smoking -is 
considered bad because people 
by the tens of thousands are 
dying every year from causes 
held traceable to the habit, in- 
cluding heart aliments and 
chronic bronchitis.

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First Round: Left Jab 


- -The coalition of the left can ennin to have 
■'non the first round of the French legislative 
elections. But the victory -was much narrower 
than the polls had given grounds to expect; 
too narrow to assure a leftist government 

after the second round. 

The fact that the French vote was more 
conservative than French opinion- as ex- 
pressed In the polls Is no novelty. It .has 
happened before, and In earlier elections 
the runoff balloting was usually more con- 
servative than in the initial tests. So, es- 
pecially when the difficulties of melding So- 
cialist and Communist votes (whatever the 
party leaders say) are taken Into account, 
it is quite possible that the center-right may 
win enough seats to be able to form another 
government under President Valery Glscard 
d'Estaing. i 

This would end, or at least temper, the 
rising French demand for more dramatic ac- 
tion in the economy. It would eliminate a 
potentially acute problem with regard to 
France's allies. And It would postpone a test 
by confrontation of the Fifth Republic. 

And Sunday’s vote casts some doubt on 
how strong a leftist government would be, 
even if it wins the second round on Sunday. 
One. might have assumed, from the opinion 
polls, that such a victory, after thd So- 
cialists and Communists had patched up 
their recent split, would have presented the 
President with a strongly opposed National 
Assembly— -which would have made the rela- 
tionships between the President and the Na- 
tional Assembly) not very dearly defined 


either In the Constitution, or in practice, 
very difficult Now, at most it would seem 
that the leftists would have a close majority 
of: seats; given the differences between the 
major elements of the group, confusion 
rather than confrontation might result. 

To he sure, the center-right has its own 
problems in this respect which might bring 
splits in the voting on Sunday or in the 
National Assembly later. France must still 
walk a narrow political path for some time. 
While doctrinal and personal differences 
among the parties are resolved. 

And this suggests that it would be well 
for France to clarify some differences of 
party mood and constitutional letter, if it 
Is to maintain the stability that Charles de 
Gaiille created— largely by the effect, of his 
personality— without jamming the country 
into the situation which, makes transition 
from government to government so chancy 
today. 

The French tired of the constant shifting 
of blocs that characterized the Fourth 
Republic— as it had the Third. De Gaulle 
capitalized on that to make the Fifth 
Republic, with more actual power for - the 
president, but a power that is still in-defin- 
ed. And while four major political groupings 
are better than the kind of fission that once 
prevailed, there Is room for further organiza- 
tion of parties on a national scale. The run- 
off elections may not bring a Socialist France 
— but they should lead to a more workable 
system of government, one that would be 
responsive to popular will but leas dependent 
on transient party alliances.

The army is showed to dream again of 
modern weapons Instead of the Invincibility 
of the Chinese masses and the thoughts of 
Mao. 

Workers and farmers are told that their 
pay will henceforth depend on how hard 
they work and how much they produce. 

Criminals may again aspire to defense 
counsel, the grandchildren of landlords are 
no longer criminals. A new Constitution 
guarantees the right to paint wan posters. 
A new leadership promises to worry less 
about reprogramming the soul and more 
about the wealth and strength of the nation. 

We feel sure that the Chinese people wel- 
come this license to exercise their intellect 
and ambition and to Hay aside the burdens 
of guilt. For more than a decade, they have 
not only been denied the fruits of exertion 
but also forced to treat the most elementary 
human longings as evil. For a time it was 
corrupt, even to advocate national economic 
strength or to have risen to responsibility In 
the Communist party. Totalitarianism with 
order, unfortunately, has been popular In 
many places, but totalitarianism with chaos 
was a uniquely Maoist Idea that challenged 
not merely Individualism but human nature 
itself. 

Our humanity, too, was abused by the 
many foreign visitors who glorified this chaos 
as essential for the construction of the new 
Culnese man. Not content to celebrate the 


unmistakable progress in China's public 
health or food production, countless West- 
ern visitors brought back tales of a virtually 
universal selflessness among the 950 •millio n 
Mao's permanent revolution, we were told, 
had found the way to make every citizen a 
cheerful servant of the collective interest, 
'by periodically turning bureaucratic masters 
Into peasants and peasants Into masters. 
Plainly poor In material goods; China was 
held up to us as a spiritual Eden. 

Humane observers had to be skeptical, and 
now their caution Is vindicated. The turmoil 
Is conceded to Slave carried an intolerable 
cost in mismanagement and Injustice. More- 
over, the Chinese turn out aQ along to have 
been self-seeking In exactly the ways that 
sellfishness normally defines humanity. Peo- 
ple In authority, the Peking press now 
reveals, have -been helping friends to cheat 
on college exams, allowing -favored peasants 
to obtain overdrafts from commune credit 
co-ops, even speculating In commodities or 
coveted movie tickets. After being wined and 
dined, “they would grant whatever demand 
was made of them,” particularly toy friends 
and relatives. 


* * * 


We take no comfort from these revelations 
of greed, or in the flight from Mao's romantic 
revolution. Bureaucracy and hierarchy are 
everywhere the enemies of renewal and the 
authors of corruption. But it is good to find 
one-fifth of mankind turned loose again in 
the more conventional world of paradox, 
where order is recognized as ^ necessary evil 


and the quest after wealth as a creative but 
also dangerous force. 

We wonder most of all What the Chinese 
people will now dare to let themseQves believe. 
If they embrace the more relaxed and pre- 
dictable order of things, devote their great 
talent to economic growth and indulge their 
love of family and self-improvement, do they 
risk another rude shock when same new 
invincible one or Gang' of Four plucks up 
the flowers now summoned into bloom? In 
the most populous nation and the most com- 
munal society on earth, the saddest thing 
has been to find the citizen left most alone, 
to struggle against enormous social and not 
Just natural forces. Is this a thaw he senses 
— or Just another earthquake?

It Is not for outsiders to un- 
derestimate the feelings of those 
immediately affected by such ter- 
rible events, much less to criticize. 
Who among us. If we were there, 
could keep a calm eye on huger 
Issues? 


But sooner or later life and 
diplomacy most go an, as Israel 
has shown under similar grim cir- 
cumstances in the past. In May, 
1974. when Secretary of State 
Kissinger was making a protract- 
ed shuttle effort to separate Is- 
raeli and Syrian forces on the 
Golan Heights, terrorists seized 
a school in. Maalot and 20 
children were killed. The tragedy 
stopped the negotiations, tut on- 
ly briefly. Two weeks later a 
dise n g a gement agreement was 
signed. . 

So there is no callousness In 
trying to keep the basic Issues 
of peace in the Middle Bast tn 
focus even as the cruel incident 
north of Tel Aviv has Its intend- 
ed effect Interruption must not 
become an end to the whole pro- 
cess set in motion last November 
by Sadat 

One real danger is that 
in Israel, and among its friends, 
may be driven by this Incident to 
think of negotiation and peace 
Itself as too risky. One can 
imagine the arguments: This 
shows that Arabs cannot be 
trusted; we dare not give up ter- 
ritory; we are surrounded by 
hostility. Such views would be 
understandable, but I think they 
would be wrong— dangerously 
wrong. 


Chance Offered 

The terrorist Incident In tact 
shows how desperately important 
It Is for Israel to break the front 
of Arab hostility against it Sa- 
dat has offered the chance. If it 
Is lost now, that would truly be 
a disaster tar Israel. There Is' a 
real possibility that Sadat, or a 
successor^ would reorient Egyp- 
tian. policy toward war. -The 
Saudis would surely turn back 
from their beginning gestures ’to- 
ward acceptance of Israel, The 
Arab irrecondlables would .flour- 
ish.

11 ton Is a bit gloomy about 
Portugal these days. AS one 
' State Department functionary put 
It bluntly the other day: “It looks 
as if Portugal Is going down the 
drain.” -But it would be a pity 
to write off Lisbon's democratic 
experiment too soon. 

It remains a matter of extreme 
importance to the West that 
democracy In Portugal succeed. 
Tbe conaeqoCTces of a return to 
a rightist authoritarian role would 
profoundly disturb the whole of 
aouthon Europe, it would con- 
firm the prediction of Alvaro 
Cuhtaal, the Portuguese Com- 
munist leader, that Portugal's 
economic and social struct u re 
cannot support a parliamentary 
regime. Moreover, the prestige of 
the United States has been re- 
peatedly committed to the success 
of the democratic experimmt, and 
the failure of the constitutional 
regime would be & major blow. 

But what are the chances for 
Portuguese democracy? The prob- 
lems are formidable.

The balance of 
payments Is in chronic deficit, 
vital imports of foods and export- 
related materials are financed 
with emergency foreign loons and 
credits.

nized, as they have been for four 
years. 

There have been iwmmtoirai of 
projects, proposals, laws, but very 
-little action. The bureaucracy Is 
reeling after four years of purges, . 
cronyism, orepuanring, changes 
of direction, and a chronic ab- 
sence of modem managerial 
abilities. The military remains 
deeply involved in politics. The 
parties, except possibly the Com- 
munist* face increasing tmrinnw 
between leadership and rank and 
file. 

The organized working class 
will bear the brunt of the aus- 
terity measures required by Por- 
tugal's creditors* and the role of 
the Socialists in implementing 
these measures will further un- 
dermine their working-class sup- 


port and. add. to that of the Com- 
munists. 


Among the poorer, less orga- 
nized sectors of the Population, 
many already go hungry; more 
are Hkely to do so. There is a 
revival of overtly fascist and 
ultralight sentiment and organi- 
zation. The feeling of anxiety 
and insecurity among the general 
public in. the face of rising crime 
arid drug use continues to grow. 
The government's freedom of ac- 
tion is severely curtailed, and is 
seen to be edl The role of for- 
eigners and foreign diktats In 
Portuguese policy, especially eco- 
nomic policy, Is increasingly re- 
seated. 


But there are positive elements. 
For tiie first time since the new 
Constitution came into operation. 
In 1978, tbe g ov er n ment Is assur- 
ed a clear parliamentary major- 
ity. The agreement between the 
Socialists and the Center Demo- 
crats, If It holds and- provided 
both parties can maintain in- 
ternal discipline in the National 
Assembly, should guarantee pas- 
sage of tbe government's econom- 
ic austerity program. Hence, ne- 
gotiations with the International 
Monetary Fund can be resumed, 
and presumably the “great loan,” 
as the Portuguese call it, will be 
forthcoming. 

The important point Is that 
the nearly g750-mUUon loan 
package that the United States 
has played a leading role in put- 
ting together (Its contribution 
would be (300 nrilhan} would buy 
some breathing space — not long, 
but at least enough for a plan- 
ned, rather than a catastrophic, 
retrenchment to hold and, 
with luck, for economic recovery 
to begin.

T prf»«#i armed with all the 
paraphernalia of wartime com- 
mandos and armored in. a fashion 
reminiscent of medieval knights, 
they appear to be a formidably 
omnipresent force vigilantly 
guarding the lives, morals and 
property of innocent burghers 
titan the less izmocentr-espedally 
those inriinBd toward political 
radicalism and terrorism.

Friedrich Tackles 'Idomeneo’

T ONDON, March 13 OHT).—

Ctemmza dl Tito" are the finest 
opere terle ever written. But 
each Is undeniably an opera serin. 
conforming f y»»nt<a.uy to the 
conventions of 18th-century mu- 
sical theater. And that is an 
obstacle not even Mozart’s genius 
could overcome. 

The conventions were already 
obsolete in .MOBifS time. Hie 
solved the problem, after "Ido- 
meneo, ” by »iwid»ntng opera 
serla In favor of Spiekjper and 
opera buffo, and produced the 
masterpieces that remain as fresh 
today as in their own He 

returned to opera serla near the 
end of his short life only to 
satisfy, with *Ts ciemenza dl 
Tito." a coronation commission 
requiring the older form. 

There have been many at- 
tempts In recent years to add 
“Idomeneo" and "La Ciemenza 
dl Tito” to the Mosart cano n . 


the most recent being the Royal 
Opera’s new Goetz Friedrich pro- 
duction of “Idomeneo” at Covent 
Garden. The general production 
tendency has been based on a 
hopeful assumption that they are 
more than opere serie. that in 
them Mozart somehow confound- 
ed convention. 

Better libretto 

The assumption is probably 
more valid for ’Tdameneo” than 
for "La Ciemenza di Tito," if only 
because of a better libretto and 
an Act m that anticipates the 
grandest achievements of 19th- 
century grand opera. But the 
new Friedrich version, far all its 
many imaginative details, suffers, 
as Friedrich productions common- 
ly do. from overproduction. 

It suffers, too. from stage de- 
signs by Btefanos Lazaridis con- 
sisting solely of sea. sky and 
movable piles of rectangular stone 
slabs, denying the spectator any 
sense or variety of specific place 
or locality. 

The problem with opera seria 


is the tedium induced by long 
sequences of long recitatives and 
long arias. The antidote is not 
elaborate »nd sometimes fussy 
production, which can aggravate 
tediu m by diverting attention 
from the music — in the case of 
“Idomeneo” mostly marvelous — 
but by a superlative cast well 
versed and highly accomplished 
In the florid traditions of 18th- 
century vocalism working with a 
superlative orchestra. 

The Royal Opera "idomeneo" 
has the superlative orchestra, a 
splendid chorus an inspired 
conductor in Colin Davis. What 
from the pit. Thursday 
night, was unmitigated aural de- 
light. But the cast, with the 
notable exception of Janet Baer, 
as idamante, «mri Stuart Burrows, 
as Idomeneo, is not quite m3 to 
the extravagant exactions of 
opera seria, although Yvonne 
Kenney, as Hio. came close. 

In short, a Goetz Friedrich 
production, but a Colin Davis—

Liebenzell Group Is in Truk 

German Missionaries of tlie Pacific

nrttUK, Eastern Caroline isl a nd s 
A _One of the many surprises 
of the Pacific Islands is the Ger- 
man missionaries. 

Germany baa not been a 
colonial power in this part or 
the world for 64 years. 

When the Germans in 1914 
gave up their rule of hundreds 
of islands between Hawaii and 
the Philippines, Japan took 
over. And when Japan was 
defeated, by the United States 
in 1945, the islands became 
United Nations trust territories 
a dminis tered by the United 
States, 

But the German missionaries 
are still here. 

‘The fact that German mis- 
sionaries are a religious force 
in the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean after all these years sur- 
prises many people," said Ed- 
mund Kalau. 53, a Me&ser schmitt 
pilot during World War EL Mr. 
Kalau became a Liebenzell Mis- 
sion pastor after the war coded. 

When Germany took the is- 
lands from Spain in 1898, the 
Germans expelled Spanish priests 
and American Protestant mis- 
sionaries who bad brought Chris- 
tianity to the islands. 

Replacements 

Roman Catholic priests and 
Protestant Liebenzell missionaries 
came out from Germany as re- 
placements. When Japan gain- 
ed control of the islands in 1914, 
the shoe was on the other foot 
and the German 
were thrown out. 

The Japanese Evangelical 
Christian society called Nanyo 
Dendo Dan took care of the 
heeds of the Christian com- 
munity. But Trukese islanders 
pleaded for years with the Jap- 
anese authorities to let the 
. Ltebemell missionari es come 
back. The Germans operated 
excellent schools in Truk and 
were highly respected by the 
people. 

Finally, after 12 years, the

Japanese relented. Letters were 
written in 1926 to Bad Liebenzell, 
a health resort in the Black 
Forest of Germany, headquarters 
of the mission group, asking the 
Germans to come back to Truk. 

The German mlsslanalres re- 
turned that year to Truk Lagoon. 
3.450 miles southwest of Hono- 
lulu. 

“All went well until World 
War n,” noted the Rev. S i e gfri ed 
Neum&ler. 41, who came out 
from Germany with his wife, 
Gudrun, 31, eight years ago. 

"Times were terrible for the 
German missionaries during 
World War EL Liebenzell churches 
■were destroyed by the Jap- 
anese. Even though Germany 
was an ally of Japan, the Lie- 
benzell missionaries were looked 
upon as spies by the Japanese. 

“My uncle was a pastor here 
then. He and several other Ger- 
man missionaries were relocated 
by the Japanese to an isolated 
area of the Island of Udot in 
the Truk Lagoon the last year 
of the war and left alone. 

"The Trukese people were told 
not to have anything to do with, 
the missionaries. They were or- 
dered not to talk to the mis- 
sionaries, not to go see than and 
not to bring them any food. 

"One of the missionary women, 
EUsabet Zuber, starved to death.” 

CA Navy Order 

When the war ended, the U.S. 
Navy administered Truk, until 
1962. The Navy issued an edict 
in 1957 ordering an the German 
missionaries to leave the island 
because they were foreigners. 

It was a repeat of the same 
old story. 

But the Americans permitted 
the missionaries to continue 
their work on one condition— 
that they go to the United States 
and enroll there two years in a 


special program to become UB. 
citizens. 

Many of the German mis- 
sionaries became U.S. citizens in 
order to continue the work of 
the mission. 

In 1963, the law was changed 
nnri missionaries of German citi- 
zenship were welcomed once 
again to the Pacific I slands . 
Today the Liebenzell missionaries 
here are all German citizens. 

There are 32 Liebenzell Mis- 
sion churches on Truk— all 
quaint landmar ks found in prac- 
tically every village on the atoll 

Native ministers are pastors of 
all the congreg a ti o ns. Services 
are in Trukese. Missionaries 
have translated the Bible, song- 
books, catechisms and other 
religious books into the language. 

Motor Vessel 

The headquarters of the mis- 
sion is cn the main Truk Island 
of Moen. The Germans operate 
a 65-foot motor vessel which sails 
from island to In the 

lagoon and to other fafonriK in 
the Truk group within a 150- 
mile radius of Moen. 

The boat transports food end 
supplies to the outlying parishes 
and carries missionaries who help 
with community and religious 
work, 

"We love It here In this far- 
away place.” said Gertrud. Fred- 
rich, who has been here with her 
husband, Werner, far 10 years. 
"It is not at all like Germany. 
No snow here. No pine forests. 

Coconut trees and temperatures 
year round in the. 80s and 90s-" 

Hie LiebrazeH Mission is 
widely known throughout Ger- 
many and receives generous sup- 
port from the German people. 
Liebenzell aim conducts missions 
in Taiwan, Japan, Indonesia and 
the Pacific islands of Tan Palau 
nnri the Admiralty islands.

U.S. Consumers 
Less Confident, 

To Cut Spending 

NEW YORK. MSrch 13 (AF- 
DJ). — UJS. consumer confidence 
and planned spending, which bad 
been rising in recent month s, de- 
clined to February.
